This article, the next of 
the series on what students 
need to know about Shelton, 
will outline just what the 
Office of Human Resources 
(HR) at Shelton State 
Community College is pro- 
viding its college students. 

Headed by its personnel 
director, Johnny Parker, the 
HR office strives to improve 
the school for the students. 
For many students who plan 
to pursue a career in educa- 
tion, the HR office is the 
place to start. Parker said 
students should know that 
the quality of their work is 
reflected in their transcripts 
from college, and that it fol- 
lows students throughout 
their lives. 

On a recent interview 
with Parker the Courier was 
informed about how the HR 
office is working to improve 
things for students. 

"Our foremost job is hir- 
ing the best instructors and 
staff," Parker said. "The pri- 
mary function of the Human 
Resources office is to man- 
age the hiring process and 
insure that the integrity (of 
the process) is maintained." 

Most of the work the HR 
office does is concerned 
with prospective employees; 
the office tries to improve 
the college with every new 
hire by providing students 
with the best possible facul- 
ty and staff. Hiring new 
employees, however, is not 
the only function the HR 
office performs. 

The HR office also han- 
dles all processing for insti- 
tutional work-studies. An 
institutional work study is a 
student who works part-time 
for the college while attend- 
ing school and maintaining 
good academic standing. To 
be eligible a student must be 
enrolled in at least six 
semester hours at Shelton. 
Lori Swindle, a personnel 
clerk with Shelton in the HR 
office, is responsible for 



processing of all institution- 
al work studies. 

"There are a limited 
number of positions avail- 
able. It is very important that 
students come by our office 
before the next semester 
begins," Swindle said. 

Also available from the 
HR office are Process 
Improvement Forms (PIF's). 



needed to teach in a second- 
ary school system. 
Someone who would like to 
teach a program in a techni- 
cal area, the minimum 
requirements would be an 
associate's degree with core 
subjects in the instructing 
area as well as three years of 
successful full-time employ- 
ment in that field.

These forms can be filled 
out by a student, graduate, 
parent, or anyone who has a 
suggestion or feedback of 
anything at Shelton. These 
forms are meant to improve 
the quality of programs for 
students. In fact the flexible 
work schedule came about 
because of a PIF and is now 
used by many of the staff at 
Shelton. 

For any student planning 
on pursuing a career in edu- 
cation, Parker provided 
much information to benefit 
these potential employees. 

"If graduates would like 
to apply, they need to know 
the requirements (for 
employment)." Parker con- 
tinued, "Students soon to 
finish their education can 
put an application and 
resume on file. If a job 
becomes available (that they 
qualify for) transcripts and 
other information will be 
required." 

Parker provided the basic 
requirements for considera- 
tion at Shelton. For someone 
who wishes to apply for a 
teaching job in an academic 
field, a Masters degree and 
18 additional graduate hours 
are needed. These instruc- 
tors do not need a teaching 
certificate such as would be 



Applicants who would like 
to be an instructor for an 
occupational area need an 
associates or 60 hours in a 
plan program with course- 
work in the teaching field as 
well as three years full-time 
experience. 

Any HR office is the 
place to start for those who 
wish to begin their careers. 

At Shelton, the HR office 
is located on the third floor 
in room 3646. For more 
information is 391-2272

The Blackburn Institute 
was founded 11 years ago 
by Blackburn, a long-time 
champion of higher educa- 
tion at the University of 
Alabama, Shelton State and 
elsewhere.

Blackburn was invited 
to become Vice Chancellor 
for Student Affairs at the 
prestigious University of 
Denver in 1969. It was at 
this point that he would 
reunite with his former 
associate John Rice, 
Condoleeza's father. 

Blackburn brought Rice 
over to work with him in the 
Office of Student Affairs. 

Blackburn returned to 
UA in 1978 and headed up 
the development office as 
vice president.

Shelton State now offers 
entree into one of the hottest 
employment fields in the 
world: security, in several of 
its manifestations, including 
law enforcement and correc- 
tions. 

This spring, the college 
offers a rather full slate of 
criminal justice courses. 
Many taking these classes 
will be law enforcement and 
security professionals look- 
ing to gain knowledge in 
specific areas, such as fin- 
gerprinting and crime scene 
investigation. 

Shelton also offers a cer- 
tificate in criminal justice, 
now in its second year, a 55- 
hour program that will make 
any student a well-grounded 
professional in an area of 
life and employment which 
seems to have taken a very 
large role in society in this 
post-9 1 1 world. 

The coordinator of this 
program is retired Marine 
Lt. Col. Tommy Hester. 
Hester works full time out of 



Birmingham for the 
Homeland Security depart- 
ment, but he teaches classes 
in the fledgling program 
here and has high hopes and 
interesting goals for crimi-

nal justice education at 
Shelton. 

Hester explains that the 
police academy training for 
Tuscaloosa and all of north 



Alabama is currently held 
out at the Tuscaloosa airport. 
It is an eight-week course, a 
"minimum standards" pro- 
gram. Wouldn't it suit the 
college well to have that 
held here and be incorporat- 
ed in the criminal justice 
certificate program? As 
Hester points out, such a 
program would dovetail 
beautifully with the state fire 
college already housed on 
the college grounds. Hester 
also hopes to see a 65-hour 
criminal justice associate's 
degree at Shelton one day. 

"We're talking years 
away before such a thing 
would be realized," Hester 
explains, "maybe eight 
years or so, but it would be a 
terrific fit." 

In the meantime, Hester 
wants to stress the tremen- 
dous career opportunity the 
Shelton criminal justice cer- 
tificate represents. And he 
especially wants to point out 
the great classes that were 
inadvertently left off the 
spring schedule. "I want to 
get the word out about CRJ 
147: constitution law and 
CRJ 226: fingerprint sci- 



ence. These will be great 
classes for either profession- 
als or young students to 
take." 

Hester is a lifetime pro- 
fessional who began in 
policing at the University of 
Alabama, moved on to 
Tuscaloosa and was in the 
provost marshal area — law 
enforcement all of the 23 
years of his military career. 
He also received a variety of 
other training while in the 
Marines, including the FBI 
training. "We have about 
20 other instructors in the 
criminal justice program, 
and most of them have 
equivalent qualifications as I 
have," Hester points out. 

Now sporting a very 
non-Marine, dapper beard, 
Hester has clearly taken his 
career in somewhat of a new 
direction, but he loves to 
share what he's learned over 
the years. "All of us accen- 
tuate practical technical 
experience in our classes, 
not just book learning. 
We've experienced a lot of 
different situations and the 
students, I think, enjoy hear- 
ing about them."

assistants in the '80s was 
Dr. Rick Rogers, now presi- 
dent of Shelton State, whom 
Blackburn called "a very 
effective fund raiser." 

When Rogers and for- 
mer Shelton State president 
Dr. Tom Umphrey began 
planning the new Shelton 
campus, they called upon 
Blackburn, by then retired 
from UA, to help with fund- 
raising projects. The col- 
lege rewarded his efforts by 
naming one of the new 
classrooms in his wife 
Gloria's honor. 

The Blackburn Institute 
was designed in 1995 to 
create a network of student 
leaders from the University 
of Alabama. Throughout 



the course of their fellow- 
ship, the students discuss 
and attempt to solve many 
of the problems facing the 
state of Alabama. 

Blackburn thoroughly 
enjoyed the experience of 
bringing Rice to Tuscaloosa 
and chuckled when so many 
people pointed out the 
glimpse of him on national 
TV next to Straw at the 
football game. "I didn't 
have to tell him much about 
American football. 

Condoleeza sitting on the 
other side was amazing in 
her explanations. She 
would tell him what was 
about to happen and then it 
would!"

"We had 43 students lest 
and 43 passed the NCLEX- 
RN, For the PN group we 
had 64 to test, 58 to pass for 
a 90.6% pass rate for the 
same time period," said 
Smith. 

NCLEX-RN and 

NCLEX-PN examinations 
are administered by the 
Testing Services 

Department of the National 
Council of State Boards of 
Nursing (NCSBN). The 
Alabama state standard is 
that 80% will pass NCLEX 
on their first attempt. The
